The  year's  work  in  the 
Babies'  Wards 


THE  Staff  feels  that  the  past  year  has  been  very  successful.  We  are 
trying  to  do  new  things  all  the  time.  I  shall  attempt  to  name  only 
a  few  of  them. 

Most  of  the  friends  of  the  Babies'  Wards  know  of  the  installation  of 
our  oxygen  tent  for  pneumonia  cases.  The  specialist  who  has  had  charge 
of  the  tent  is  one  of  the  best  men  in  the  country.  He  has  perfected  a 
method  for  analyzing  the  oxygen  which  is  so  much  simpler  than  anything 
devised  before,  that  we  are  going  to  be  able  to  train  nurses  to  do  the 
technician's  work.  This  special  training,  we  hope,  will  become  a  part  of 
the  nursing  curriculum. 

So  far  we  have  been  able  to  use  the  oxygen  tent  solely  for  babies  who 
were  desperately  sick.  Even  those  who  have  not  recovered,  have  slept 
more  comfortably,  and  if  the  tent  had  done  no  more  than  to  spare 
them  the  pain  they  would  otherwise  have  suffered,  it  would  have  been 
worth  while. 

We  need  an  oxygen  chamber,  a  room  especially  constructed  to  take 
the  place  of  our  oxygen  tent.  This  is  one  of  the  things  we  shall  hope  for  so 
that  all  the  pneumonia  babies  may  be  placed  in  it  and  cared  for  from  the 
beginning  to  the  end  of  the  disease  without  interruption  for  baths  and 
other  treatment  as  ^necessary  with  the  small  tent. 


During  this  past  year  we  have  been  carrying  out  a  new  treatment  for 
rheumatic  fever,  heart  disease  and  St.  Vitus  dance,  based  on  the  work 
done  by  Dr.  Small  of  Philadelphia,  who  came  here  to  lecture  before 
our  staff.  His  work  has  led  him  to  believe  that  certain  bacteria  may  be 
the  cause  of  this  group  of  diseases,  and  he  has  prepared  a  serum  for 
their  treatment. 

The  installation  of  the  Vita  Glass  solarium  on  the  roof  has  been 
helpful.  It  will  not  take  the  place  of  the  ultra-violet  lamp,  but  it  has  its 
field  of  usefulness.  For  children  to  lie  stripped  in  the  sunlight  under 
this  glass  has  proved  very  beneficial. 

The  doctors  in  charge  of  some  of  the  special  tasks  we  have  undertaken 
will  report  their  progress  in  the  following  pages.  I  wish  simply  to  men- 
tion one  very  important  piece  of  research,  the  work  we  are  doing  with 
Vitamin  B.  We  are  examining  the  question  of  whether  the  average 
bottle-fed  baby  although  it  receives  Vitamin  A  in  milk,  Vitamin  C  in 
orange  or  tomato  juice,  and  Vitamin  D  in  cod  liver  oil  is  deficient  in 
Vitamin  B.  Vitamin  B  is  the  appetite  factor,  the  growth  factor. 

The  enthusiasm  and  skill  with  which  the  staff  is  carrying  through 
research  work  of  this  kind,  are  one  of  the  most  gratifying  indications  of 
our  progress  for  the  year.

WITH  an  unusually  large  series  of  meningococcus  (cerebrospinal) 
meningitis  cases — nearly  50  in  all — the  Babies'  Ward  last  year 
found  itself  confronted  with  a  grave  emergency.  The  first  cases  to  be 
admitted  failed  to  respond  to  the  serum  which  formerly  had  been  used 
with  success.  In  the  first  cases  there  was  a  mortality  rate  of  100  per  cent. 

The  entire  staff  then  took  up  a  study  of  this  series  of  cases  with  the 
greatest  interest.  With  the  cooperation  of  our  laboratories,  it  was  found 
possible  to  demonstrate  that  the  test  commonly  used  for  the  determina- 
tion of  the  value  of  a  serum  against  a  strain  of  meningococcus  was  un- 
reliable, and  often  productive  of  misleading  results. 

Before  long  a  potent  serum  was  obtained.  The  change  in  the  results 
was  as  startling  as  it  was  gratifying.  The  mortality  dropped  almost  at 
once  from  100  to  12  per  cent. 

We  are  gratified  that  the  staff  of  the  Babies'  W'ard  had  so  large  a 
part  in  determining  which  serum  would  combat  these  violent  cases 
effectually.  The  adoption  of  this  potent  serum  beyond  question  saved 
the  lives  of  many  children. 


Six  or  eight 
transfusions  within  a 
single  hour 


TRANSFUSION  probably  has  a  wider  field  of  usefulness  among 
children  than  among  adults,  for  a  relatively  larger  amount  of  blood 
may  be  given  to  a  child  with  proportionately  better  results. 

We  now  have  two  days  a  week  when  as  many  as  six  or  eight  children 
are  transfused  by  experts  who  have  become  so  proficient  that  they  can 
do  this  number  within  an  hour's  time. 

During  a  serious  illness  such  as  pneumonia  or  an  empyema,  blood 
transfusion  at  the  right  time  may  turn  the  tide  when  without  it  the 
child  might  lack  resistance  to  fight  the  disease. 

Certain  forms  of  anemia  in  children,  and  especially  secondary  anemia 
of  infancy,  may  be  cured  by  one  or  two  transfusions  within  a  few  days 
or  weeks.  Without  it  months  would  be  needed  for  recovery.  There  are 
also  children  with  hemorrhagic  diseases  who  are  immediately  benefited 
by  having  someone  else's  blood  pumped  into  their  veins. 

W  henever  parents  have  blood  which  is  compatible,  and  are  in  good 
health,  they  usually  act  as  donors  of  the  blood.  In  a  number  of  cases, 
however,  it  is  not  possible  to  use  the  parents.  Then  we  must  have  re- 
course to  professional  donors,  who  make  their  living,  in  part  at  least, 
by  giving  their  blood  to  sick  people. 

In  these  cases,  S22.50  is  necessary  to  provide  an  infant  with  this 
tremendously  important  form  of  treatment.

New  diet  gives  hope 
to  40,000  epileptics  in 
New  York  area 

THE  problem  of  epilepsy  has  been  receiving  a  great  deal  of  attention 
from  the  staff  during  the  past  year.  It  is  only  recently  that  investi- 
gators have  worked  out  a  method  for  the  control  of  the  number  and 
severity  of  epileptic  attacks.  This  method  relies  upon  the  use  of  a  special 
diet  known  as  the  ketogenic  diet.  This  diet  is  high  in  fat  and  low  in 
its  carbohydrate  content;  this  results  in  certain  chemical  changes  which 
act  as  a  sedative  for  the  nervous  system. 

The  Pediatric  Department  of  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical 
School  and  Hospital  was  among  the  first  in  this  city  to  engage  in  the  in- 
vestigation and  treatment  of  epilepsy  by  the  ketogenic  method. 

Each  patient  is  admitted  to  the  wards  for  a  period  of  about  two  weeks, 
and  then  followed  up  weekly  through  a  special  clinic  in  the  out-patient 
department.  Reports  of  several  hundred  cases  show  that  there  is  com- 
plete relief  from  attacks  in  about  35%,  and  a  marked  improvement  in 
another  40%  of  the  cases.  Our  series  show  the  same  proportionate 
results. 

Statistics  regarding  the  prevalence  of  this  disorder  may  be  judged  by 
the  statements  of  a  number  of  authorities,  who  claim  that  about  20%  of 
all  convulsions  in  infancy  and  childhood  are  due  to  epilepsy,  and  that 
.4%  of  the  population  is  epileptic.  In  our  metropolitan  area  of  ten  million 
people,  there  are  over  forty  thousand  unfortunates  afflicted  with  that 
scourge  known  as  epilepsy.

Child  specialists  have  always  been  pioneers  in  community  health  work  and  research.  From  the  labor- 
atories of  the  Babies'  Hards  are  coming  knowledge  and  skill  which  will  save  babies  everywhere .  Re- 
search is  going  on,  or  has  now  been  completed,  into  peritonitis ,  meningitis ,  rheumatic  fevers ,  epilepsy, 
anorexia,  and  the  elimination  of  cross  infection.  Other  inquiries  have  just  recently  been  started

TH  E  rheumatic  fever  syndrome  is  a  matter  of  very  serious  import  in 
children  especially.  It  includes  rheumatic  fever  proper,  chorea, 
"growing  pains,"  and  repeated  acute  tonsillitis,  all  of  which  may,  and 
frequently  do,  leave  a  lasting  heart  lesion. 

Obviously,  any  work  directed  toward  a  cure  and  prevention  of  this 
group,  if  successful,  will  markedly  reduce  the  number  of  "cardiac  crip- 
ples," not  only  in  children  but  in  adults  as  well. 

In  the  Babies'  Wards  of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital,  we  are  attempt- 
ing a  comparative  study  of  the  methods  of  prevention  and  cure  of  this 
disease  group.  We  are  investigating  a  hitherto  relatively  unexplored 
field  in  the  biochemical  changes  in  body  fluids  during  the  acute  disease 
process,  and  later  during  convalescence.  We  have  already  discovered 
some  new  and  very  real  facts  relating  to  the  chemistry  to  this  disease. 

To  date,  our  series  of  cases  is  too  small  to  draw  any  sweeping  conclu- 
sions. However,  it  does  appear  that  this  work  will  eventually  lead  to  a 
newer  knowledge,  in  some  respects,  of  the  mechanism  of  this  wide- 
spread, heart-damage-producing  condition. 

Treatment  of  cardiac  cripples  at  present  is  long  and  difficult.  Many 
small  patients  spend  months  in  bed.  Even  after  they  leave  the  Babies' 
Wards  or  one  of  the  charitable  nursing  homes,  they  must  remain  under 
medical  care.  They  are  debarred  from  the  normal  activities  of  growing 
children,  and  the  steep,  long  stairs  of  tenements  and  the  distance  of 
schools,  make  their  lives  beset  with  problems.

Peritonitic  research 


upsets 
medical  theories 

THE  study  of  a  series  of  cases  of  primary  peritonitis  in  children  was 
completed  in  the  Pediatric  Department  with  results  which  were  re- 
garded as  unusually  valuable.  On  the  basis  of  the  data  which  were  as- 
sembled, it  is  believed  that  this  disease  in  children  is  more  common  than 
is  ordinarily  recognized.  In  this  series,  which  covered  a  period  of  ten 
years,  55  per  cent  of  the  cases  were  found  to  be  primary. 

Boys  and  girls  appear  to  be  about  equally  affected,  contrary  to  the 
belief  of  some  previous  investigators.  It  seems  quite  probable  that  the 
infection  enters  the  peritoneal  cavity  through  the  blood  stream. 

Other  important  findings  are  that  the  streptococcus  hemolyticus  was 
the  most  common  offender  in  this  series  of  cases;  marked  abdominal  dis- 
tention was  almost  always  present;  the  temperature  was  generally  high, 
reaching  in  some  cases  107  degrees;  rigidity  was  absent  in  nearly  one-half 
of  the  cases  and  the  same  proportion  of  cases  followed  an  upper  respira- 
tory infection,  while  a  smaller  number  complicated  nephritis. 


Usual  hospital  procedure 
reversed  in 
our  surgical  cases 


CONTRARY  to  the  usual  hospital  procedure,  surgical  cases  in  the 
Babies'  Wards  are  left  under  the  care  of  the  attending  pediatrist, 
with  the  surgeon  as  consultant. 

In  this,  it  is  believed  the  Babies'  Wards  have  found  an  ideal  arrange- 
ment. Few  surgeons  feel  qualified  to  direct  an  infant's  feeding,  extremely 
important  during  the  operative  period.  Our  small  patients  remain  under 
the  care  of  an  especially  trained  nursing  personnel. 

A  close  relationship  exists  between  surgeon  and  pediatrist,  eliminating 
multiple  consultations,  and  permitting  the  quick  decisions  and  early 
action  essential  in  the  successful  treatment  of  infants.  Loss  of  time  before 
operation  and  delay  afterwards  in  administering  the  required  treatment 
might  often  be  irreparable  in  the  case  of  infant  patients,  where  very 
rapid  changes  occur. 

By  retaining  the  patient  in  the  Babies'  Wards  and  under  their  care, 
the  pediatrists  become  familiar  with  every  detail  of  the  surgical  aspects 
of  the  particular  patient,  and  they  are  better  able  to  direct  the  after-care 
and  to  watch  the  effect  of  the  operation  when  the  patient  reappears  in 
the  pediatric  clinic  after  discharge  from  the  Wards.

In  this  year,  1812  children, 
a  great  many  of  them  desper- 
ately sick,  were  admitted  to 
the  eight  Babies'  Wards,  to 
receive  all  that  medical 
science  and  a  devoted  staff  of 
physicians  and  nurses  could  give. 

The  great  work  of  preventive  medicine 
went  forward  in  the  Out-Patient  Clinics.  In 
these,  24,008  cases  were  treated.  In  the  Feed- 
ing Clinic,  about  900  mothers  were  instructed 
in  that  all-important  business  of  infant  feed- 
ing. In  the  other  clinics,  many  little  children 
were  rescued  from  certain  lives  of  invalidism, 
and  their  feet  set  upon  the  path  of  health. 

With  this,  research  and  teaching  went 
ahead  vigorously.  The  whole  medical  world 
knows  a  little  more  about  the  cure  of  chil- 
dren's diseases  because  of  what  was  achieved 
last  year  in  Babies'  Wards  and  the  studies 
which  were  published.  All  over  this  country- 
there  are  children's  specialists,  more  skilled 
and  more  understanding  because  of  what 
they  have  learned  in  their  visits  to  these  wards.

There  is  a  need  for  an  increased  staff,  for 
enlarged  and  improved  wards.  As  is  made 
abundantly  clear  in  the  detailed  reports  of 
the  doctors  attending  Babies'  Wards,  their 
work  does  not  end  with  the  curing  of  the 
children  immediately  under  their  care.  P  rom 
these  cures  comes  the  advancement  of  chil- 
dren's medicine  which  will  save  young  lives 
everywhere.  In  helping  to  provide  them  with 
more  assistants,  with  increased  space,  you  are 
pushing  back  the  menace  of  disease  from 
children  who  are  close  and  dear  to  you.

The  Morris  Aron  Organization  for  Crippled  Children 

After  the  infantile  paralysis  epidemic  of  1916,  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital,  in 
cooperation  with  what  was  then  called  the  Thursday  Hospital  After-Care  for 
Children,  opened  a  clinic  for  massage,  together  with  suitable  and  systematic 
exercise.  This  clinic  has  since  become  known  as  the  Morris  Organization  for  Crippled 
Children.  During  the  past  year,  2568  treatments  were  given.  Fifty-six  children  are 
registered  there,  and  from  20  to  25  receive  daily  massage.
